AREA RESIDENTS 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Washington area residents who are 55 years 
or older may now register for the next session of the Paralegal 
Training for Seniors, program, which begins in December at the 
National Lav/ Center of The George Washington University. Deadline 
for registration is Tuesday, November 22. 

The one-year certificate program, offered by the Institute of 
Law and Aging at GW, is the only one in the metropolitan area 
designed especially for senior citizens. The program provides 
older persons with the skills necessary to give competent paralegal 
and social service assistance to other senior citizens. Courses, 
which include traditional classroom instruction and "on-tne-job" 
training, focus on legal research and writing, basic principles 
of administrative law, Social Security, medicare and medicaid, 
taxes, trusts and estates, health care, disability, and pensions.

"An American Architecture: Its Roots, Growth and Horizons" 

displays photographs and drawings of architecture identified with 
the "Prairie Style," a uniquely American form, which emerged in 
the late 19th century. The three principal features of the 
exhibition are: the "roots" of American architecture as repre¬ 

sented by H.H. Richardson, the firm of Adler and Sullivan, and 
early work of Frank Lloyd Wright; the "growth" of American 
architecture as shown in the emergence of the "Prairie Style,"

which progressed under the leadership of Wright; and the "horizons," 
seen in the work of present-day architects carrying on the tradition 
of the "Prairie Style." 

The exhibit, which is comprised mainly of photographs and 
drawings, is the traveling portion of the Milwaukee Arts Center 
exhibition organized by Brian Spencer. Pieces in the exhibit were 
selected especially for the Dimock. 

"Frank Lloyd Wright: American Architect" is a six-panel 
photographic exhibit which presents the chronology of Mr. Wright’s 
work. It was originated and produced by Edgar Tafel of New York 
City, an architect who was an apprentice to Frank Lloyd Wright 
from 1932 to 1941.

SECOND CAREERS-- OPPORTUNITIES IN HEALTH CARE: 
A NEW PROGRAM AT GWU 


"Second Careers," a career transition program for persons 
In their middle or later years, will be offered beginning in 
January by The George Washington University School of Medicine 
and Health Sciences Gerontology Program. The program is 
specifically designed to help those persons who are seeking to 
make a career change and who are interested in the health care 
field. 


The program will include: 

* group counseling, including psychological testing, to 
develop each participant's self-awareness and assist in 
setting priorities relating to career change 

* field visits to a number of health care settings to 
explore options and interests in the health care field 
and to focus, finally, on a particular field of interest 

* supervised field experience to acquire some knowledge 
and experience in a specific health care field 

* development of a career exploration paper designed to 
clarify the participant’s vocational interest and to aid 
in developing good study habits and skills 

Once each week for fifteen weeks participants will meet in 
small group counseling sessions lasting two hours. (Individual 
counseling will be available as needed). There will be approxi¬ 
mately eight hours of field work each week. 
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The cost of the combined counseling and field experience 
is $300. (A few partial scholarships are available). Registra¬ 
tion dates are January 12-14. For pre-registration interview 
call Dr. Janet Ileddesheimer at 676-6659 or Nona Boren at The 
Gerontology Program office at 676-3721. 
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
